Upon review of the record, it appears that the district

P.2d 75 (1976). A judgment of conviction has not been entered
against appellant. Thus, the appeal of the interlocutory
decisions is premature and we lack jurisdiction. Therefore,

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that this appeal is dismissed for
lack of appellate jurisdiction.
